jewelry, be suspicious. 
Little exists outside of mu­ 
seums, says Phyllis Lauder. 
Articles must be at least IOO 
years old to qualify as an­ 
tique. 
Mrs. Lauder is general 
m a n a g e rof the nonprofit 
A m erican 
Indian 
Arts 
Center in New York City. In 
an 
interview , 
she 
said 
Am erican 
Indian 
silver 
jewelry as we now know it 
was not made before 1870. 
The center is run by the 
Association on American 
Indian Affairs, a voluntary 
c i t i z e n s ’ 
organizat ion 
established in 1963 as an 
outlet for the work of Indian 
and Eskimo master pain­ 
ters, sculptors and craft­ 
smen. 
Mrs. Lauder said the best 
Indian jewelry on the open 
m arket 
now 
is 
con­ 
temporary, partly because 
the early work used coin 
silver. 
“ Indians today are better 
technicians,” she added, 
pointing out a heavy corn 
bracelet set with rows of 
turquoise, coral and shell 
kernels; the price, $1,200. 
The silversmith was Don 
Johnson, a Navajo who is 
known for his work with 
heavy stipled silver en­ 
crusted 
with 
coral 
or 
turquoise. Johnson often 
uses precious ores to line his 
work, and signs it with a 
black opal on the underside. 
Until recently, few Indians 
used 
signatures 
or 
hallm arks, Mrs. Lauder 
said. The Hopis now stamp 
everything 
that 
comes 
through their cooperative, 
and some well known silver 
and goldsmiths are starting 
to identify their work.

jewelry has raised prices 
and led to mass production 
by m anufacturers. Some 
hire 
Indians 
for 
their 
assembly lines and advertise 
their work as “American 
Indian Made’’ or “Made by 
Chief So-and-So” or “ Indian 
Designed.” 
Many fakes are being 
imported from the Orient, 
Mrs. Lauder said. She urges 
purchasers to check each 
article carefully for the 
mark of foreign manufac­ 
ture, or signs that such a 
mark has been removed. 
Mrs. Lauder also said that 
stabilized 
turquoise 
is 
becoming more prevalent. 
Stabilizing 
increases 
a 
gem’s durability and life 
without detracting from its 
value, she added. 
She said that genuine tur­ 
quoise 
eventually 
will 
become spotty or lighter in 
color. Stabilizing, or har­ 
dening, treatm ent cannot 
always prevent this. 
Even 
experts 
need 
chemical laboratory tests to 
identify fake turquoise, Mrs. 
Lauder said, so there’s all 
the more reason to buy only 
from reliable sources. 
Surprisingly, she does not 
put Southw estern trading 
posts in that class, unless 
they are accepted as reliable 
by * Indians 
them selves. 
However, co-ops run by and 
for the Navajos, Zunis. Hopis 
and many pueblo tribes in 
the same area are trust­ 
worthy. 
Wherever you buy, she 
recommends asking for and 
getting a bill of sale stating 
clearly that the purchase 


was individually handmade 
by a member of the tribe or 
by one of the pueblos. The 
bill also should contain the 
artist’s name, if known, the 
fact that the 
silver 
is 
sterling, 
and 
that 
the 
turquoise 
is 
genuine, 
natural, and untreated or 
stabilized, as the case may 
be. Coral, jet and serpentine 
also should be identified as 
genuine.

Mrs. Lauder tltjnks most 
jewelry that is sold at big 
hotel auctions and one to 
three-day sales instead of 
legitimate auctions is “the 
best of the w orst,” or 
production line jewelry. 
“The really good things 
are made by one person,” 
she said. 
A belief persists that pawn 
is particularly valuable. 
“There’s a mystique about 
pawn,” she said. “A lot of 
people think it is legitimate 
because the Indians made it 
for themselves. 
“ An Indian will leave 
something (at a pawnshop) 
for cash; maybe he won’t 
redeem 
it.” 
When 
this 
happens, the pawnbroker is 
free to sell it. 
She recommends caring 
for turquoise jewelry “as a 
thing of value. Ifs not a 
diamond that is hard. You 
can’t wear it while washing 
dishes without damaging the 
stones.” 
She said settings should be 
cleaned and polished with 
jew eler’s 
rouge 
cloth, 
chamois impregnated with 
jeweler’s rouge. It is inex­ 
pensive and sold in hard­ 
ware stores. 


Vietnam Streets 
Get New Names

The new government in 
South Vietnam again is 
busily changing the names of 
the capital’s streets and 
boulevards to fit its view of 
history. 
First signs to be torn down 
were last week along Tu Do 
(Freedom) Street, perhaps 
Asia’s best known six blocks 
of two-lane thoroughfare, 
which runs from the city’s 
cathedral to the Saigon 
River. 
Tu Do now is Dong Khoi 
Street, which means “Up­ 
risin g .”

the new 
governm ent’s view 
that 
victory April 30 came thanks 
to an uprising by the Viet­ 
namese people. 
April 30 is the new name of 
form er 
Thong 
Nhut 
(Reunification) 
Boulevard 


from the former presidential 
palace to the zoo. The U.S. 
Embassy is on April 30 
Boulevard. 


Old street names in Saigon 
go back only as far as 1954 in 
most cases. 
That year, the French left 
Vietnam and V ietnam ese 
gave names in their own 
language to almost every 
street in the capital. 
The current name changes 
are the most extensive since 
the departure of the French. 
At least 15 Saigon streets 
will lose their former names 
and take those of “heroes”, of 
the current governm ent.

One which is known, howe­ 
ver, is that of Nguyen Van 
Troi. 
Troi tried to assassinate
